Examiner Dollinger also pointed out that 
entering the amendment would raise issues under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2nd paragraph. 
Applicant's representative and Examiner Dollinger agreed not to enter the 
amendment to claim 77, while entering all of the other amendments of the 
Amendment After Final filed on July 26, 201 1 .
